Virtually every pri- 
vate motor car m the country was 
seized. 
While mobilization took 


place along the German frontier, 
maneuvers were held alsOj along the 
sea coast. To add to the excitement, 
the Germans massed men and guns 
along the Belgo-Dutch frontier, near 
Antwerp, as if in preparation to re- 
pel an invasion from that direction.

stated irritation in Holland against 
all belligerents had become so pro- 
nounced that there is a sullen feel- 
ing of hostility toward both Germany 
and Great Britain, which was becom- 
ing general throughout the country.

in municipalities, its citizenship must 
awaken to the fact that it has a pub- 
lic duty to perform, pick its officials 
on the right basis and then stand by 
them when they try to do their duty. 
Changing the form 
of government 


won't improve conditions, unless the 
public sentiment is properly aroused 
and the same ends may be reached 
with the present form of government 
if 
public 
sentiment 
is 
properly 


aroused. 


"We have observed in Ohio mu- 


nicipalities where the new forms of 
government have been 
introduced, 


that the same old methods prevail 
and the same old interests are put- 
ting the same old things across, that 
they did under the old form of gov- 
ernment." 


Digressing for a moment, Attor- 


ney General Turner called attention 
to the great increase in the per cap- 
ita cost of government in the last 
twenty-five years. 
He said he be- 


lieved it would be a good thing to 
stand for an excessive tax rate for a 
few years, pay off every municipal 
debt and then prohibit the further 
issue of bonds, requiring every city 
to pay as it goes.

Re- I 
ferring to Dayton, he said that peo- 
ple there were standing for crooked j 
officials.

general's department had had deal-

food, though there was no doubt of 
their guilt and that the same was 
true of bucket shop prosecutions. He
